The official quotation for a kiss in the

6027 Vernon avenue, while he was instruct- 


ing her in the school with which he 1s con- 
nected in. the Odeon. 


Judge Wislizenus first set the price $15 
less, but. after a long protest by the city 


attorney he raised the quotation to the 


closing figure. 

Senor Caldente paid the fine, avowing as 
he did so that he wanted no more kisses 
from Amx.ican girls with the market in its 


present state. 

In announcing his decision Judge Wisll- 
genus said he would not attempt to make the 
fine equal to the enormity of the offense 
committed, because he strongly disapproved 
of the course of the prosecuting witness 
in taking her grievance to the police court.

Lack of breeze accounted for the smoke 
pall. 

St. Louis was becalmed from 9 o'clock 
until noon.

Without a 
breath of breeze to bear the monstrous bil- 
lows of chimney-stack vapor away, the 
city lay uneasily under an opaque blanket— 


with holes in it at places.

‘One block was the limit of vision ‘and

ctive of apparent emptiness, both the

The whole business district was lighted 
up just as on a natural night. The elec- 
tfic street lights and the tnside lights 
glieamed dully through the dark. In the} 
skyscraper office structures every case- 
ment showed its electric gleam, indicating 
that the occupants of those busy hives 
were striving to recover" the lost day. 

To the northeast “loomed up the tall 
Wauitable- bulldinig, a Block and a half d.s- 
tant. Two sides of this age ng were vis- 
ible, but only ‘becauge of the lights that 
showed from every Window. 

It was a spectacle to be remembered, 
for that structure looked like a part of a 
sea-buried city, visible by phosphorescent 
giow, through the yellow waters.

The warning gong was heard from all 
quarters. Mo.tormen could scarcely see 
persons ten feet ahead. The gong was 
brought into use to re-enforce spent vision. 

There was also the roar of macnh.nery. The 
great engines, with throb and puif—the 
manufacturers of the smoke blanket—were 
incessant in their noise which, at ttrat 
height, was resolved into a vast composite 
of rumble.

United States Marshal Louis Bohle fe- 
turned from Washington Friday without 
the commission for a second term of four 
years in his present office, for which he is | 
said to have gone to the capital. | 
After Mr. Bohle’s arrival at Washing- 
ton the press correspondents sent out tél- 
egrams that Mr. Bohle’s name would be 
sent to the Senate at once; that there 
was no opposing candidate for the- office 
and that the Republican factions in this 
state, famous for their warring propen- 
sities, had indorsed Mr. Bohle with as- 
tonishing unanimity. , 
But Mr. Bohle has not been pne-appointed. 
While he was’in Washington with “his 
arms  outstretched—figuratively—for 
commission, President Roosevelt's private 
secretary, Mr. Loeb, received a telegram 


questing that. the commission be held up 
until charges against Mr.° Bohle, which 
Mr. Galvin had that day mailed, cme | 
reach, the! President. 

The. commissiion wsa held up and Mr. 
Loeb, with whom Mr. Galvin te personally 
acquainted, wired Mr. Galvin -that the 
charges: would be investigated.

In quoting Byron’s poetic interpretation 
oc revenge Mr. Galvin sums up the story 
of his -victory over Mr. Bohle—Mr, Galvin 
avers that the charges cannot. fail of un- 
doing his opponent. 

HOW GALVIN DID IT. 

“How did you accomplish the hold-up of 
the appointment?’ was asked. ; 

“Through my faith in President Roosevelt: 
and the men who surround him,” he’ re- 
plied. ‘I came to know Mr. Loeb, his pri- 
vate secretary, quite familiarly last year, 
and having noticed that Mr. Roosevelt in 
no case shows a willingness to put an un- 
desirable man in office, even at the earnest 
demand of machine partisans who tell him 
the safety ot the party depends on it, I feit 
encouraged to’ wire Mr. Loeb that 1 could 
prove Mr. Bohle to be unfit for the office 
he hoids. He did not diSappoint me. He 
neither indorsed nor discouraged me. He 
simply wired me to submit my charges, I've 
done it. 

“If Mr. Bohle feels hurt he has himself 
to blame. I have furnished merely a sketch 
of the: record which he has deiiberate:y 
made. Gaivin didn’t do it. Bohle d.d it. 

“I haven't sent the President any whis- 
pering of the winds. I've sent tum co.d, 
hard facts, with dates, names of witnesses 
and United States records to sustain my 
statements.

in the case of *‘Ed’’ Biddle, who has grown 
noticeably weaker, and it is believed that 
his death is now only a matter of a few 
hours. His temperature is 102, pulse 146, 
respiration 22, and there is evidence of al-

Not one of the 
officers has a wound to show for the fight. 


The Woman’s Part 


in the Battle. 

When the detectives got within about 60 
yards of the fugitives they opened fire. The 
Biddles promptly answered with shotgun 
and revolvers. Mrs. Soffel, too, stood up 
in the sleigh with a revolver in each hand 
and blazed away at her pursuers. When Ed 
Biddle fell and she saw she was about to 


be captured she fired a bullet into her 
breast. An examination by physicians 
shows that she will recover, as the bullet 
was deflected by her corset, and the wound 
is comparatively. slight. 
The story of the fight,:as told by one of 
the. detectives, follows: 
“The Biddles were sitting on the right 
side of the cutter. Mrs. Soffel was on the 
left side. When Detective McGovern called 
to them to hold up their hands and sur- 
render Ed Biddle jumped up from his seat, 
and, raising a sho n, fired tt at MceGov- 
ern, He atmed badly, and the shot scat- 
tered. along the roadside. Almost simulta- 
neously Detectives McGovern and Roach 
discharged their Winchesters at Ed Biddle. 
Both shots took effect. Jack Biddle raised 
from his seat and discharged his revolver 
at the three officers. Detective Swinehart 
steadied himself and fired his 4 Colt re- 
volver at Jack. The ball took effect in 
Jack’s arm. Then the detectives opened a 
rapid fire on the escapes. The shots- knocked 
them out of the sleigh. Ed fell sprawling 
on the snow, and Jack fell on top of him, 
their firearms falling from their hands. 
“The Biddles’ horse then became fright- 
ened and ran away across a field. It was 
at this time that Mrs. Soffel was seen to 
ccllapse in the sleigh. The detec'ives ap- 
roached the wounded men, and Detective 
wirehart was rushing in un them, when 
Detective McGovern ca)ied to him to stay 
back, that the Biddles were only feigning. 
Detective Roach saw £4 Biddle reach in 
his coat pocket, as if for a gun, and the 
detective shot him again. Theh Detective 
McGovern ran up within 3 feet of.the boys 
emptied his Wincheste" into them.

One of his other 
wounds is through his abdomen, and it Is 
thought others will prove fatal as they 
went into his bowels, because peritonitis 
usually results from wounds of this kind. 
Bullets from two of his other wounds about 
the stomach were taken out this mor: ing, 
The Biddles when captured had on the 
same clothes they wore when they escaped, 
Jack had, in addition, a light melton over- 
coat. Mrs. Scffel also had on the c’othes in 
which she left her home. Through Ed’s 
coat there is one bullet hole, but through 
the dark blue velvet vest he wore are two 
holes made by the bullets that are lodged 
near his heart. Jack's coat and-vest are 


literally riddled. There are four holes in 
the side of the coast: anid 10 in the rigtt 
sieéve. The latter appear to have _ been 


made by smal] bullets. Jack’s pistol was 
a cheap 32-caliber affair. 

Three of the six chambers of the gun hold 
empty cartridges. Both of the Biddles 
were talkative this morning, but both d:8- 
claimed ever having killed anyone. 


Evidences of 
Attempted Suicide. 

The Kahney murder, Ed alleged, was 
committed by Walter Dorman, assisted by 
a man who had that day come from Chi- 
cagc, and the Seebers woman, who put on 
a man’s suit, This, Ed said, she had often 
done before when she had assisted them in 
their robberies. He admitted having com- 
mitted a.great many robberies, but stoutly 
maintained that he had never killed any- 


one. 
Dr. Bricker is in constant attendange at 
the cells of the Biddles, He says their 
wounds will not permit of their being re- 
moved, and fcels certain that a journey to 
Pittsburg today would be sure death to 
“Ed"’ Biddle. Notwithstanding this, how- 
éver, it is the intention of the Pittsburg 
authorities to have them moved to Pitts- 
burg. at-once, regardless of consequences. 

Drs. Greer and Bricker, who have been 
attending the two Biddles, made a report 
‘this morning that apperen Sy confirms Jack 
Biddle’s sto that the fugitives had tried 
to kill themselves, They had come to this 
conclusion after a complete examiration 
and a partial probing of the wounds of both 
of the men. Ed Biddle, who is generally 
supposed to be the worst injured, has sev- 
eral powder marks on his left breast which 
would go to show that he attempted to kill 
himself. In Jack’s mouth are three bullet 
wounds, "which would be prima facie evi- 
dence that he wanted to rid the world of 
himself. One of the bullets, which evi-

The declaration by Edward Biddle that he 
did not shoot Detective Fitzgerald and was 
not implicated in the Kahney murder, is 
given no credence by Superintendent of Po- 
lice Demmel and Detective Kelly. 

As to the Bicdles’ declaration that neith- 
er of them was at the Kahney_house the 
night of the murder, Detective Kelly said: 
“That is absurd. Fred Ohlinger positively 
identified them, as did several othesr. The 
Seehers woman was acccunted for that 
night. The Biddles’ statement in this re- 
gard.is absurd, as a preponderance of evi- 
dence shows.”’ 


Warden Says He 

Was Chloroformed. 

Former Warden Soffel made the startling 
revelation that he had been under the in- 
fivence of chloroform during the night 
when ths Bid4dles broke jail. Mr. Soffel be- 
lieves the anesthetic was administered by 
his wife. 

The Butler officers demand half the re- 
ward of $5000, and in order to hold the pris- 


oners, warrants were sworn out for the 
Biddcles, charging them with felonious 
shooting in attempting to kill Mrs. Soffel.

THE PRESIDENT’S ORDER 


Is there any force in the Piesident’s executive order forbidding 
employes of the United States to solicit an increase of pay or 
attempt to influence legislation in their own interest? 

The first amendment to the const:tution is as follows: ‘‘Con- 
gress shall make no laws respecting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the free- 
dom of speech or of the press; or the right of the people peace- 
ably to assemble, and to petition the government for a redress of 
grievances,” . 

Then, so far as lIcgislation is concerned, a letter carrier or car- 
_Tiers may ask a Congressman to introduce a bill in the interest of 
carriers and urge its passage. Or they may write to the news- 
Papers advising such a measure. Or they may go to Washing- 
ton in a body and petition Congress tv do this, that or the other 
thing for them. 

Can the President accomplish by an executive order what the 
House of Representatives, the Senate and the President cannot 
accumplsl by leg:slaton? Can the President by exercising nis 
power of removal] annul this constitutional article so far as it 
applies to government employes?

A VITAL DISTINCTION. 


‘The statement of casualties issued by the British war office is 
Mot calculated to inflate the pride of the British people. 

Since the war in South Africa began, and up to Dec. 1, 1901, 
18,964 officers and enlisted men have been killed in action, d.ed 
of wounds or succumbed to disease, while 64,000 have been sent 
home invalided. 

All this slaughter, be it remembered, is in war with a 
nation of peasants, whose reputed war strength, small as it was, 
Was called by Cecil Rhodes an ‘“‘unpricked bubble. It does not 
seem to be a bubble. 

Financially, the war has already cost $800,000,000. The London 
newspapers admit that this is a huge sum, but one of them, the 
Daily Graphic, finds comfort recailing the cost of the Peninsu- 
lar war, which, in two years, cost an equal sum. “Our fathers 
footed the bill then,’ says the Graphic, ‘‘and we shall foot the 
bill now.” 

Perhaps so, but the Peninsular was a patriotic war, upon the 
issue of which depended, to a cons derable degree, the very ex- 
existence of the empire. The Transvaal war is a marauding ex- 
pedition, undertaken by the government in the service of private 
interests and so far as anybody can see, the British people who 
pay the bills will get no part of the spoil. There is reason to 
believe that public opinion in the British Islands is beginning to 
recognize this vital distinction.

MRS.M.A. E. M'LUR 
DEAD AT $1 YEARS 


WAS A HEROINE OF SOUTHERN 
CAUSE DURING. CIVIL WAR. 


ORGANIZER OF THE D. 0. C. 


Was a Prisoner of War in Her Home 
Before Leaving St. Louis for 
Mississippi. ; 


Mrs. Margaret A. EB. McLure, mother of 
Charles D. McLure and Charles Clark of 
St. Louls, and one of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy, died Friday night at her home, 
48 Vandeventer place, aged 91 years. 

The venerable woman had been confined 
to her bed two months from the effeots of 
a fall on the floor of her room. She had 


been an invalid several years. 

Mrs. McLure was in St. Louis at the out- 
break of the war, and left the city because 
of her sympathy with the Confederacy, 
which had caused her to be made a pris- 
ner in her own home. She lived, during 
the war, at Jackson, Miss., and in Alabama. 
During the four years’ conflict she was ac- 
tive in providing aid and relief for the 
soldiers of the South. 


Returning to St. Louis after the war, 
Mrs. McLure became active in movements 
for memorials to the heroes of the Con- 
federacy, and was the first president of the 
first chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. 

She was a native of Parkersburg, W. Va., 


which place was named after her father’s 
family. She was related to many well- 
known southern families, and los« several 
near relatives rgeon the war. 

Besides her son and daughter in St. Louis 
Mrs. McLure leaves a son, Loula McLure,
